It  is  noted  that  the  name  Jonkin  is  listed  on  the  Assise  rolls  o-f 
Cheshire  -for  the  year  1288,  but  by  the  early  -fourteenth  century  the  name 
appears  as  Jenkins,  -for  a  Richard  Jenkins  is  listed  on  the  Subsidy  Rolls 
of  Somerset  for  the  year  1327. 

As  with  all  very  old  families,  it  is  impossible  to  trace  the  countless 
branches  that  became  established  over  the  centuries.  However,  these  are 
typical  of  those  early  designs  with  which  warriors  decorated  their 
shields  to  identify  themselves  in  battle.  The  f 1 eur  de  lis  may  suggest  a 
French  influence  and  it  is  probable  that  the  projenitor  of  the  family  in 
Britain  came  during  the  Norman  Invasion  in  1066. 

History  pays  just  tribute  to  the  many  persons  bearing  this  old 
distinguished  family  name  who  attained  distinction  during  the  past 
thousand  years,  for  many  descendants  of  this  family  have  occupied  the 
highest  positions  in  England,  as  well  as  Wales. 

Perhaps  the  first  person  bearing  the  Jenkins  family  name  to  settle  in 
the  New  World,  was  John  Jenkins,  who  came  to  America  from  Wales  in  1642 
and  settled  in  Virginia.  He  was  a  colonel  in  the  State  Militia  and  held 
several  public  offices.  He  later  became  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Today,  persons  bearing  this  proud  old  family  name  are  to  be  found  in 
almost  every  section  of  this  country  and  they  are  well  represented  in 
the  arts,  sciences  and  professions,  as  well  as  in  the  world  of 
commerce .

CHAPTER  I  I 


HARMAN  AND  MARTHA  SKELDERMAN 


Around  1700,  William  Jenkins  married  Elizabeth  Skelderman,  the  daughter 
of  Harman  and  Martha  Skelderman.  Born  about  1638,  Harman  Skelderman  is 
thought  to  have  been  a  Dutch  immigrant.  He  filed  for  naturalization  in 
Charles  "Cittie"  County,  Va.  on  20  Sep  1671. 

On  11  Jul  1666,  Harman  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the  crown 
containing  800  acres.  Some  of  this  land  made  its  way  into  the  Jenkins 
family  by  way  of  Harman's  daughter,  Elizabeth  who  married  William 
Jenkins.  Elizabeth  had  two  sisters,  Ann  who  married  Henry  Haws,  and  Mary 
who  married  Lawrence  Barker.  Both  sisters  married  a  second  time  with  Ann 
mar r y i  ng  a  man  named  Cummi  ngs  and  Mary  mar  r  y  i  ng  a  man  namied  Gr  i  mestone. 

There  is  a.  Susanna  Harman  listed  in  Charles  City  County  in  1658  (Refs 
Va.  Colonial  Abstracts  Vol .  II)  and  also  a  Susanna  Harman  witnessed 
Harman's  will.

A  survey  made  in  1677  shows  the  location  of  a  house  and  barn  on  the 
portion  of  land  that  came  to  William  Jenkins  through  his  wife  Elizabeth. 
(Ref:  Vol  .  1,  p.  48,  Richmond  Co.,  Va.  )  Their  neighbors  were:  William 
Lane,  George  Morris,  Patrick  Norton,  William  Moss,  William  Thomas, 
Edmund  Crask,  John  Crask,  John  Morton,  James  Orchard,  Lawrence  Barker, 
Henry  Haws,  Francis  Jordan,  William  Jordan,  Walter  Davis,  Edward  Davis, 
Alvin  Mount  joy,  Thomas  Grimestone,  John  Newman,  and  John  F.'ight.  Some  of 
the  descendants  of  his  neighbors  intermarried  with  the  descendants  of 
William  Jenkins.  Highway  #360  from  Tap pah an nock  to  Warsaw,  Virginia  now 
goes  through  the  historic  area.

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CHAPTER  I  I  I 


WILLIAM  AMD  ELIZABETH  S.  JENKINS 


We  do  not  know  where  William  Jenkins  was  born  or  who  his  parents  were  at 
this  time.  We  do  know  that  he  was  in  Richmond  County,  Virginia.  He 
settled  between  the  Rappahannock  and  the  Potomac  Rivers  on  Rappahannock 
Creek.  It.  is  conjectured  he  was  born  about  1675.  He  may  have  been 
related  to  the  first  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  John  Jenkins,  but  very 
little  is  known  about  North  Carolina's  first  Governor  prior  to  his 
taking  office. 


William  Jenkins  married  Elizabeth  Skelderman,  the  daughter  of  Harman  and 
Martha  Skelderman  probably  around  169S.  (Ref:  Old  Rappa.  County  Deed, 
Skelderman  to  Norton,  Reel  5,  pages  148  &  149).  On  3  Nov  1719,  William 
Jenkins  gave  50  acres  of  land  to  his  daughter,  Martha,  and  her  husband 
Walter  Davis.  ( Ref  s  Richmond  County  Deed  Book  7,  page  454)  On  23  Feb 
1740,  Walter  Davis  sells  the  same  piece  of  property  to  Martha’s  brother, 
Mansfield  Jenkins.  The  Deed  states  that  he  is  the  sole  heir  of  Martha, 
and  the  land  descended  to  him.  (Ref:  Deed  Boo!:;  9,  page  645  Richmond 
County,  Va« ) 

Wi 1 1 i a m  J e n k i n s  died  a b o u t  1 714  as  e v i  d e n ced  b y  a n  I n v e n t o r y  of  hi s 
estate  that  was  recorded  7  Dec  1720  (Ref:  Richmond  County  Will  Book  4, 
page  159.)  The  order  to  appraise  his  Estate  was  given  in  Richmond  County 
Court  on  3  Aug  1720.  The  following  is  known  as  the  Will  of  William 
Jenkins  but  is  really  his  Estate  Division.

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CHAPTER  IV 


MANSFIELD  AND  PATIENCE  JENKINS 


Mane-field  was  our  next  in  line  ancestor.  He  was  the  second  oldest  son  o-f 
William  and  Elizabeth  and  was  born  about  1708  and  died  in  1755.  We  do 
not  know  the  last  name  of  his  wife.  Patience,  but  they  married  about 
1732  and  were  the  parents  of  nine  children.  Proof  that  Patience  was  the 
wife  of  Mansfield  can  be  found  in  a  Deed  from  the  Richmond  County,  Va. 
Deed  Book  number  11,  page  282  that  records  an  exchange  of  land  between 
Dr.  William  Flood  and  Mansfield  Jenkins.  In  this  deed.  Patience 
relinquishes  her  dower  rights  to  the  land.  Following  is  the  will  of 
Man sf i e 1 d  J en k ins:

Note  that  Mansfield's  wife,  Patience,  was  pregnant  at  the  time  of  the 
writing  of  the  will.  The  child  born  was  named  Molly  and  that  is  verified 
by  the  following  record  of  a  Deed  of  Gift  from  Patience  Jenkins  and  her 
children  Thomas,  James,  William,  Jesse  and  Jeremiah  to  Molly  Jenkins  and 
the  deed  states  that.  Molly  was  born  after  her  father's  death.  You  will 
notice  that  John  Jenkins,  the  oldest  son  of  Mansfield,  did  not  sign  this 
Deed  of  Gift.  Obviously,  it  was  because  he  had  already  left  for  Orange 
County,  N.C.

CHAPTER  V 

JOHN  AND  MARY  JENKINS 


The  oldest  child  of  Mansfield  and  Patience  Jenkins-  was  our  next  in  line 
ancestor,  John  Jenkins,  John  was  born  about  1734  in  Richmond  County, 
Virginia  and  married  Mary  around  1757,  Mary’s  parents  may  have  been 
named  Hoard  but  that  has  not  yet  been  proven.  John  came  to  North 
Carolina  after  his  father’s-  death  with  his  mother,  brothers,  and 
sisters.  It  is  conjectured  they  came  after  selling  their  land  in 
Virginia  in  1763.  This  land  had  been  in  the  family  for  nearly  100  years. 
They  settled  in  what  was  Bute  County  (now  Warren  County,  N.C.).  Sometime 
prior  to  May  1778,  John  and  his  family  left  the  others  and  migrated  to 
Orange  County,  N.C.  (presently  Chatham  Co.). 

The  earliest  record  of  John’s  presence  in  Chatham  County'  is  found  in  the 
following  deed  dated  10  Nov  1787,  three  years  before  his  deaths

This  same  piece  of  property  was  sold  by  the  son  of  John  Jinkins  who  was 
also  named  John  on  IS  Feb  1795.  John  Jenkins,  Sr.'s  will  stipulates  that 
all  his  land  go  to  his  wife  Mary  until  her  death  and  then  that  it  be 
divided  between  his  sons  John,  Thomas,  and  Mansfield  or  their  survivors. 
Since  we  find  John  Jenkins  selling  his  portion  of  the  land  in  1795,  we 
can  assume  that  his  mother  Mary  died  between  1790  and  1795.  The 
following  is  a.  transcription  of  that  deed:

SANFORD  AND  DELILAH  BARBEE  JENKINS 


Sanford  was  born  about.  1767,  probably  in  Granville  County.  The  book, 
HISTORY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  Vol .  VI,  pages  164-165,  in  a  biographic 
sketch  of  Joseph  J.  Jenkins  who  was  a  great-grandson  of  Sanford,  says 
the  following  about  Sanford:  "Sanford  Jenkins  removed  to  Chatham  County 
and  bought  a  tract  of  unimproved  wilderness  in  Williams  Township,,  and  on 
the  land  which  he  cleared  and  improved  spent  the  rest  of  his  days.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Barbee. "  Sanford  married  Delilah  "Delia"  Barbee  in 
1789,  She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Barbee,  and  Joseph  Barbee 
was  the  son  of  John  and  Ann  Miller  Barbee. 

In  John  Jenkins  will  found  in  Chapter  V,  he  made  provision  for  his 
children  to  receive  land  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Mary.  The

Records  in  the  Chatham  County  Courthouse  show  the  following:  Chatham 
County  Court  appointed  Sanford  as  a  member  of  a  jury  to  "lay  off  a  new 
road  from  Major  Parker's  old  place  to  cross  New  Hope  Creek  and  hit  Gray 
Barbee's  road  in  May  of  1791."  The  children  of  Joseph  Barbee  named 
Sanford  Jenkins  and  his  wife  Delilah  in  a  petition  to  the  Court  on  12 
April  1813.  Sanford  Jenkins  bought  427  2/3  acres  of  land  near 

Fear r i no t on ' s  Mill  on  3  Apr  1813  from  Christopher  Barbee  and  Mark  Barbee 

(Chatham  Co.  Deed  Book  T  page  183).  Sanford  witnesses  the  will  of  Gray

of  1837  named  his  wife  Delia  and  their  children.  He  was  also  especially 
nice  to  some  lady  named  Elizabeth  Curtis  and  refers  to  "the  negroes  he 
got  of  her".  It  is  not.  known  how  he  "got  them  of  her".  Sanford  was  a 
large  land  owner  and  had  many  slaves.

I  also  lend  my  wife  one  negro  man  by  the  name  of 
Martin,  one  negro  boy  name  Alston,  one  negro  boy  named  Brink,  one 
negro  boy  named  Bartley,  two  twin  negro  boys  by  names  Macon  and 
Farr or,  one  negro  boy  by  name  Dempsy,  one  negro  boy  by  name  Peter, 
one  negro  woman  by  the  name  of  Us ley  and  her  two  daughters  Gusiar 
and  Aris,  one  negro  woman  by  the  name  of  Jinny  and  her  daughter 
Cuida,  one  negro  girl  by  name  of  Cate  and  one  named  Arabella,  one 
negro  woman  by  the  name  of  Sue key,  also  all  my  household  and 
kitchen  furniture,  all  my  plantation  working  tools,  all  my  horses, 
cattle,  hogs  and  sheep,  all  my  carts  and  oxen  except  one  cart  and 
yoke  of  oxen  which  E.  Curtis  is  to  have  the  use  of,  also  one  still 
and  all  my  casks.  It  is  also  my  desire  and  will  that  if  Elizabeth 
Curtis's  family  of  negroes  that  I  got  of  her  should  have  to  work

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CHAPTER  VII 


JOSEPH  JOHN  AND  MARINA  HERNDON  JENKINS 


Our  next  in  line  ancestor  was  Joseph  John  Jenkins  who  married  Marina 
Herndon.  Joseph  John  was  born  in  1801  and  was  probably  named  -for  his 
grandparents,  Joseph  Barbee  and  John  Jenkins.  He  married  Marina  "Reany" 
29  Nov  1823  in  Orange  County.  She  was  born  in  1806.  A  copy  of  their 
marriage  bond  is  shown  hi  ere:

Joseph  and  Reany  lived  near  Martha’s  Chapel  Church  in  Williams  Township, 
Chatham  County.  In  the  will  of  Joseph's  father,  Sanford,  he  bequeathed 
"the  Barbee  tract  of  land  whereon  he  now  lives"  and  certain  personal 
property  to  Joseph.  Joseph  was  fondly  referred  to  as  either  "Major"  or 
"Jody  John"  and  received  his  mail  in  I860  at  Grove  post,  office.  Joseph 
died  in  1 886  and  Reany  died  in  1874.  They'  are  buried  directly  behind 
Martha’s  Chapel  Church  and  as  you  can  see  from  the  picture  on  the  next 


page ,  their  tombstones,  although  fallen  over  with  time,  can  be  clearly 
read  „ 


Since  the  earliest  records  of  Martha's  Chapel  Church  have  not  yet  been 
located,  we  can  only  assume  that  this  is  the  church  they  attended  and 
how  active  they  were  can  not  be  ascertained  at  this  time.  We  know  that 
m a  n y  o f  t h  ei r  chi  1 d  r e n  c  o n  t i n u e d  o n  at  Martha's  Chapel  and  took 
leadership  roles  there.  A  later  Chapter  titled  "Martha's  Chapel 
Christian  Church"  gives  us  our  earliest  record  to  date  of  the 
involvement  of  the  Jenkins'  family  with  the  church.

THE  HERNDON  CONNECTION  TO  THE  JENKINS  FAMILY 

The  Herndon  and  Jenkins  families  intermarried  numerous  times,  therefore, 
a  few  notes  and  the  genealogy  of  the  Herndon/Jenkins  families  is  in 
order.  The  descendants  of  Joseph  John  Jenkins  and  his  wife  Marina 
Herndon  also  descend  from  Benjamin  Herndon  who  married  Lydia  Massey.  It 
is  thought  that  Benjamin  Herndon  was  the  son  of  Richard  Herndon  of 
Caroline  County,  Virginia  and  his  second  wife.  We  do  not  know  her  name. 

Benjamin  Herndon  appears  in  Orange  County,  N.C.  in  February  1770.  He 

bought  several  items  at  the  estate  sale  of  John  Daniel;  items  that  would 
be  used  to  begin  housekeeping  such  as  knives  and  forks.  Benjamin  married 
Lydia  Massey,  the  daughter  of  Abraham  Massey  and  Gwen  Lewis,  but  we  do 

not  know  when.  Perhaps  it  was  about  the  time  he  was  buying  knives  and 

forks  at  John  Daniel's  estate  sale. 

We  do  know  that  Benjamin  had  at  least  one  brother,  David  Herndon  who 

married  Frances  Pierce  first  and  later  Elisabeth  ? _ .  Benjamin  had 

two  sisters.  Elizabeth  Herndon  who  married  Major  Lea  and  Fannie  Herndon 
who  married  Thomas  Mar com. 

Several  references  are  made  to  both  Abraham  Massey  and  Benjamin  Herndon 
in  the  Orange  County  Court  Minutes.  Most  of  these  references  relate  to 
the  establishment  of  roads  in  Orange  County. 

On  8  Jul  1778,  Benjamin  applied  for  a  grant  of  616  acres  "on  the  waters 
of  New  Hope,  called  Crooked  Creek".  His  application  was  approved  and  he 
received  the  land  13  Mar  1780.  Abraham  Massey  also  received  a  grant  of 
640  acres  with  basically  the  same  description  at  the  same  time.  Benjamin 
also  received  another  grant  of  31  acres  adjoining  his  other  lands  30  Oct 
1786.  From  these  grants,  Elias  Herndon,  his  son  received  200  acres.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  be  it  remembered  that  I,  Mary  Herndon, 
widow  of  E.A.  Herndon  of  the  County  of  Orange  and  State  of  North 
Carolina,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory  but  considering  the 
uncertainty  of  my  earthly  existence  do  make  and  declare  this  my 
Last  Will  and  Testament,  in  manner  and  form  following:  that  is

Elias  Herndon  was  usually  called  "Eli"  and  was  referred  to  by  that  name 

even  in  the  Grange  County  Court  Minutes.  Eli  did  not  leave  a.  will  and  an 


• 

admi n i str ator ,  John  A.  Mason  who  was  his  son-in-law,  was  appointed  to 
settle  his  estate. 

The  children  of  Eli  and  Mary  Herndon  were  Augustine  Herndon  who  married 
Nancy  McGehee,  Standford  Herndon  who  married  Elizabeth  B.  Jenkins, 
daughter  of  Sanford  Jenkins,  Sr.,  Elizabeth  Herndon  who  married  John  A. 
Mason,  Marina  "Reany"  Herndon  who  married  Joseph  John  Jenkins  and  were 
our  ancestors,  Matilda  Herndon  who  married  William  George,  Mary  Herndon 
who  married  Littleberry  Mason,  and  Martha  Herndon  who  married  Ezekiel 
Geor g  e . 

Aquilla  Herndon,  the  brother  of  Elias  Herndon,  had  a  son  named  Reuben 
Herndon  who  was  born  in  1807  and  married  Nancy  Jenkins,  the  daughter  of 
Sanford  Jenkins,  Sr. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  Herndon/Jenkins  connections.  If  we  follow 
the  family  lines  further  out,  we  would  probably  find  many  more. 

Joseph  and  Marina  gave  100  acres  of  land  to  their  son  Thomas  Mansfield 
Jenkins  in  1869  and  101  acres  to  Elias  Wesley  Jenkins  in  1871  and  100 
acres  to  Augustus  Samuel  in  1858.  Those  deeds  are  as  follows;

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CHAPTER  VIII 


ELIAS  WESLEY  JENKINS  AND  HIS  TWO  WIVES 

1ST  EDITH  PENNY  BYRD 
2ND  NANCY  CATHERINE  KELLY 


Born  4  May  1842,  Elias  Wesley  Jenkins  was  probably  named  for  his 
maternal  grandfather  Elias  Herndon,  He  married  first  to  Edith  "Edie" 
Penny  Bird  11  Jan  1877.  She  died  giving  birth  to  their  only  child,  Edith 
Caroline  "Cal  lie"  Jenkins  in  1878.  Call  ie:'s  daughter,  Madge  Nicholson 
remembers  her  mother  telling  about.  the  ladies  of  the  local  area  being 
concerned  as  to  how  her  father  would  take  care  of  her  and  held  a  prayer 
meeting  to  pray  that  she  too  would  die.  She  was  raised  by  her  mother’s 
sisters  and  lived  to  be  eighty— nine  years  old.  Isn’t  it  great  all  of  our 
prayers  aren’t  answered?

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We  have  not  been  able  to  locate  the  grave  of  Edith  Penny  Bird  but  it  is 
believed  she  is  buried  at  Martha's  Chapel  Church  and  most  probably 
directly  behind  and  to  the  side  of  the  church.  There  are  many  graves 
there  but  it  is  now  difficult,  if  not  impossible  in  many  cases,  to  tell 
where  they  are. 

After  the  death  of  his  first,  wife  in  1878,  Wes  remarried  to  Nancy  "Nan" 
Catherine  Kelly,  the  daughter  of  Bervin  Kelly  and  Elizabeth  Hopson,  on 
13  Jan  1884  and  they  were  the  parents  of  three  children.  They  lived  in 
Chatham  County,  with  Wes  being  active  at.  Martha's  Chapel  Christian 
Church.  Wes  and  Nan  are  buried  there  inside  a  wrought  iron  fence  along 
with  their  son  Wavie  Loy  Jenkins.  Lay  was  killed  in  a  motorcycle 
accident  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  engaged  to  marry  two  different 
young  ladies.  Both  ladies  came  to  his  funeral  dressed  in  black  to  mourn 
his  passing.  One  of  them  never  married.

The  "wound"  referred  to  above  happened  when  he  lost  his  right  eye.  There 
have  been  many  stories  passed  down  about  Elias  Wesley’s  Civil  War 
service  and  a  few  care  repeated  here: 

"After  the  war,  transportation  home  was  not  provided  for  the 
soldiers  so  Elias  Wesley  and  three  of  his  comrades  had  to 
walk  from  Newport  News,  Virginia  to  their  home  in  Chatham 
County.  They  had  to  beg  for  food  and  not  everyone  was 
sympathetic  to  the  soldiers  and  often  they  went  hungry  on 
t h e i r  j o u r n e y  h o m e „  0 n e  of  the  s o I d i e r s  was  w o u n d e d  a n d 
Elias  Wesley  and  the  other  comrade  had  to  all  but  carry 
h i m  duri n g  t h e  j o u r n e y .  At  o n e  time,  t h e y  became  so  h u n g r y 
they  stopped  in  a  field  and  picked  the  corn  out  of  the  cow 
dung,  washed  it  off  in  a  stream  and  ate  it  to  keep  from 
starvi no . " 

"When  Elias  Wesley  finally  got  home,  he  didn’t  have  a 
uniform  and  all  he  had  on  was  his  union  suit  and  it  was 
so  infested  with  lice  that  he  was  made  to  stand  in  the 
chimney  jam  and  take  off  his  union  suit  which  was  burned. 

He  then  got  into  get  into  a  big  tub  of  water  in  the  back 
yard  and  was  scrubbed  with  a  brush  to  rid  him  of  the 
lice  before  he  could  go  into  the  house." 

Many  other  interesting  stories  about  Elias  Wesley  Jenkins  and  his 

brothers  have  been  passed  down  through  the  years  and  I  only  wish  time 

and  space  permitted  the  printing  of  more  of  them.  On  the  next  page  is  a 
picture  of  Elias  Wesley  at  a  Civil  War  Reunion. 

It  has  been  thought  one  of  Wes’  brothers  or  cousins  went  down  on  the 
Titanic.  He  was  a  gambler  and  often  changed  his  name  but  the  last 
c o rri it: u n  3.  c: a t  i  o n  recei  v e d  f  r  o m  h  i  s a i  d  h e  w a s  s a i  I  i  n g  on  the  Titanic.
